WASHINGTON — The Viet 

nam Moratoriuin, a series of na- 
tional. escalating anti-war act- 
ions, was held October 15. Stn* 
jents at more than 500 colleges 
were committed to spending the 
(lay in the community with 
cloorto<loor campaigns, teach- 
ins, rallies and vigils. 

Wesleyan students partici|xat- 
ed in the protest on an individ- 
ual basis rides to all Mercer 
activities were available for in- 
terested Wesleyan lies. The pro- 
test began with four films and 
resulting discussions on Tuesday 
night, October 14. Activities 
were .scheduled for the entire 
day on the 15th, beginning with 
a faculty debate at 10:00 a.m. 
A talk session was held in the 
Quadrangle, and the day ended 
with keynote speaker. Will 


Campliell lecturing on the War. 

Accompanying the campus 
based actions were organized ef- 
forts by businessmen, clergymen, 
community groups and labor. All 
activities were directed against 
continuing IJ. S. action in Viet- 
nam. 

The Moratorium had the en- 
doi^meni of the National Amer- 
icans for Democratic Action, the 
National Student Association, 
the New Mobilization Commit- 
tee. and the National New Dem- 
ocratic Coalition. 

Coordinated by a Washington 
office, the one day October ac- 
tion will be expanded to two 
days in November, three days in 
December, escalating until the 
war is ended.

Georgia's Secretary of State 
Slated to Give Key Address 

Ben Fortson has. for many years, been a household woixl 
for many Georgians. As Secretary for State of Georgia since 
19-16, he has carried his fine message to thousands of jjeople. He 
w'ill biing it to us on October 22, at 6:30 p. m. in the Hinton 

s|>eaker. 

Mr. Fortson received h i s 
schooling at Emory at Oxford, 
Starkes University School in 
Montgomei*y, Alabama, and 
Georgia Tech. It was ten years 
later, in 1929, that Mr. Fortson 
w'as severely injured in an auto- 
mobile accident that injured his 
spine, causing paralysis of both 
legs and making it im|>ossible 
for him to ever w^alk again. 

His political career began in 
1938 when he ran for the State 
Senate. He was clectetl w-itliout 
op|x>sition and served two terms 
in the Senate. He was unop- 
posed in his elections to the 
House of Representatives as Re- 
presentative of W^ilkes County in 
1942 and 1914. 

He has sersed as Secretary of 
State of Georgia since February 
of 1946. He has l^een re-elected 
w4tliout op|X)sition in 1950, 
1954, 1958, 1%2. and 1966. 

Mr. Fortson received one of 
t h e four “Great Georgian" 
Awards presented by Atlanta 
Federal Savings and Loan Asso- 
ciation and WSB in 19)7. In 
1968, he was named “Georgian 
of the Year” by tlie Georgia As- 
sex iation of Broadcasters.

Dr. McKee 

To Speak 

On October 21, during Hon- 
or Week, Dr. John M. McKee 
will sj)eak at assembly. Dr. Mc- 
Kee, who earned a BA from 
Emory University in 1948 and a 
Ph. D. in Clinical Psychology 
from the University of Ten- 
nessee, is presently director of 
t h e Rehabilitation Research 
Foundation at Draper Prison in 
Elmore, Alabama. He will speak 
and present slides al>out the 
foundation at Dra|)er w’hich is 
unique in that it is the only 
prison given a renew'ed grant 
from the United States govern- 
ment for a rehabilitation pro- 
gram of this kind. 

A native Georgian, Dr. McKee 
was a 1966 consultant for the 
U. S. Office of Education and 
1967 consultant for the Human 
Interaction Research Institute of 
Los Angeles. In 1967, he also 
served as Research Lecturer in 
Psychology at Auburn Universi- 
ty. Dr. McKee is affiliated w4th 
many organizations, being a 
meml^er of the National Stxiety 
for Programmed Instruction, 
Governor’s Planning Committee 
on Mental Health, and State 
Board of Psychological Examin- 
ers. He is a member of the 
American Psychological Associa- 
tion and is past president of the 
Alabama Psychological Associa- 
tion. Among his many publica- 


tions are "The Draper Exp^i- 
ment: A Programmed Learning 
Project" in Trends in Progiam- 
rned Instruction, National Edu- 
cation Association, Washington, 
D. C. and “Intia-Institutional 
Process and the Bc‘havior of 
Prisoners” in Social Forces — 
Deliquency, Ford Foundation.

The future of small private liberal arts colleges such as Wesle- 
yan — have you thought about it.^ If you are reading this edito- 
rial. chances are you are directly involved in the life of this college. 
And if you ever have been or are presently involved in what goes 
on at Wesleyan, then you have a stake in her future. 

Since private colleges and universities are largely supported by 
tuition fees, endowments, and private gifts, they do not compete 
with public institutions for that much - sought - after commodity, 
the dollar. I shudder to think of the probable effect on our tax 
structure and our whole system of higher education if all private 
colleges and universities were forced to close or to become public 
institutions. 

No one can deny that salaries and operating expenses are 
mounting up these days. And educational expenses are continuing 
to increase at an unl^lievable rate. Whether the American public 
will be able and willing to pay increasingly large sums for private 
higher education is open to serious consideration. 

The small private colleges have a kind of choice and a type of 
freedom of action all too often unavailable at public colleges and 
universities. Private institutions, and most particularly small lib- 
eral arts colleges, are responsible only to their own board of 
trustees, not to a state board of trustees, a governor, or a state legis- 
lature. 

The small private college is not the only part of higher edu- 
cation that is in financial difficulty. The Association of Amer- 
ican Universities has warned: American higher education is ex- 
periencing critical and widespread financial pressures. Virtually 
every type of college and university faces a widening gap between 
available income and the level of expenditures required to under- 
take needed expansions or improvements. 

Stanford’s Lewis B. Mayhew, who has studied this problem 
in detail, feels that the small liberal arts college is now entering 
*«the most difficult decade it has ever had to confront."

Rochester, N. Y. — (l.P.) — 
I'he University of Rochester has 
been awaixled a grant to develop 
a reliable method for evaluating 
the teaching effectiveness of col- 
lege professors. 

The study, funded by $26,563 
from the Esso Education Foun- 
dation, is the first to compare 
three methods of evaluation cur- 
rently used on campuses around 
the country. 

They are: opinions of deans 
and department chairmen; opin- 
ions of colleagues; and student 
evaluations by questionnaire. Of 
the three, only student evalua- 
tions have l>een shown to l>e re- 
liable in previous studies. The 
other methcxls have never been 
tested.

New Program 

Instituted at 
Florida College 

(l.P.) — Florida Presbyterian 
College w’ill begin a program 
this fall which will allow selected 
students to design their own 
four-year academic program. 

"This is an experimental and 
innovative program, preceptorial 
in concept,’ said President Billy 
O. Wireman. "Months of study, 
investigation and discussion have 
preceded our decision to pioneer 
in this direction. We lx:licvc 
our new program will enable us 
to offer exceptional students an 
exceptional opportunity to ob- 
tain the best education jx)ssible. 

"These students," Dr. Wire- 
man continued, "guided by a 
member or members of the facul- 
ty, will follow an academic pro- 
gram tailored to their indiviuual 
needs, instead of following the 
pattern established for our aver- 
age student.” 

Florida Presbyterian has pio- 
neered in independent study and 
interdisciplinary study since its 
first class was admitted in I960. 
The college now offers inter- 
disciplinary majors, conducts a 
month-long period of indej^end- 
ent study for all students every 
year, and allows students to stu- 
dy, for full credit, courses not 
listed as class offerings which a 
qualified professor is willing to 
teach as independent study. 

The new program takes these 
concepts a giant step forward 
by incorporating them into a 
four-year degree-granting pro- 
gram designed by the individual 
student, guided by members of 
the faculty. 

The college anticipates that 
approximately 90 students will 
be included in the program this 
fall. According to Dr. Wire- 
man, the program may be de- 
veloped within the next few 
years into a separate college, 
operating witliin the structure 
of Florida Presbyterian.

Successful Examination Takers 
Are Being Considered Artists 


(.ACT) — Iowa State Daily, 
.Ames. Some stiulents hav'e the 
ability to sue ocssfully take ex- 
aminations and .some don’t. 

I'hose who do not have the 
talent find themselves with a 
real headache, often bordering 
on near-jaanic. 

Afarianne McAfaniis, an assist- 
ant professor and psychologist in 
the counseling service at Iowa 
State, believes that examination 
taking is an art. Tlierc are 
many who will agiee with her. 

“A good exam taker,** she said, 
“has real know-how, he has a 
knack or ability for writing ex- 
aminations. On the other hand, 
there are a good many fine stu- 
dents with real ability who just 
can’t prepare for or write a good 
examination. Some only lack 
knowledge of good techniques, 
but the oveiwhelming tension in 
others keeps them from perform- 
ing at their best.** 

Miss McManus, who has l)een 
studying this problem for sev- 
eral years, started a pilot pro- 
ject last winter at Iowa State to 
help students who exj>eiience 
anxiety when test time rolls 
around. 

She oigani/ed, ilirough the 
counseling service, a small class 
of students to participate in a 
seven-week program of what 
might well be called behavior 
therapy for the test-anxious stu- 
dent. All were volunteers. The 
class was a good cross-.section of 
die student body including men 
and women — Freshman to 
graduate students. These are 
not poorly motivated nor low- 
abiliiy students. 

Young people with this prob- 
lem are in the same boat as those 
persons who can*i stand up be- 
fore an audience and make a 
speech. Reactions are much the 


same — headaches, .shiikimv 
stoinacli upset, sweaty jialim, r 
even some cxj>ci icncc of mcniil 
black outs. 

“While it is gcK>d to l)c n liulc 
nervous or ‘thargctl up* iilmi 
an apiJioaching exam.” she m. 
“some lx?(()mc overly inotiVai- 
ed.** 

This new counseling projed. 
Miss McManus said, has two ob- 
jectives: 

“To help the student to Icain 
other rcsjKinses to an examina- 
tion situation; how* to learn to 
cue in relaxation along with hij 
study time, rather than silling 
around worrying about tlieprob* 
lem. We sliow them ways of 
Icaniing to relax in the* fare of 
what has been a frightening 
stiiniihis. 

“We also assist ilicin to cliiniiF 
^’sh the tilings they do to raise 
their own anxiety level. Rather 
than let them j^ersecute them- 
selves with such scll-lalk as ‘I’ni 
going to fail,* w’e iiy to get them 
to deal with their ideas or con- 
cepts of examinations and to 
line! ail orderly dioughdnl ap 
proach to the problem.*’ 

I he [>sychologiM ic|K>its ilwi 
learning to prepare for an oral 
or written lest, and learning to 
relax in an exam situation takes 
times, practice and assistance. 

Miss .McManus knows from 
working witli similar groups of 
studcnis that this |>rograin can 
jjicxliice bcnelicial results. Such 
programs Iiave instilled more in 
dividual confidence in lacing an 
exam situation.

Miss Petlen was the only wom- 
an named by President Johnson 
to his eleven -mcml>er Commis- 
sion on Civil Disorders. She was 
ap|Kiintcd by the late President 
Kennetly to his Commission on 
the Status of Women. Presently 
Miss Peden is a national re|>rc- 
sentative for the National Fed- 
eration of lousiness and Profes- 
sional Women’s Clubs, Inc. She 


also plans to run for the V 
Senate in the 1972 election. 

Miss Peden is concerned al>oui 
the fact that few men or women 
iUe taking discrimination aj^tinsi 
women seriously. She realizes 
that the non-white female carries 
tlie brunt of our discrimination. 
She l)elieves tliat no one seems 
to be satisfied with the welfare 
system, while there are twenty- 
six millon |X!ople in the United 
Stales at the poverty level. 

Miss Peden blames politics at 
the local, state, and national 
level for our slowness to take ad- 
vantage of our advances. One 
example she gives is technology 
in (onstruciion. She states that 
politics keeps many new techni- 
(jues in the housing held from 
l>eing utilized. 

In Miss Peden’s opinion, wom- 
en have a vital role in solving 
the problems of our nation, but 
they haven’t realized their own 
])Otential. In speaking to mem- 
lK?rs of women’s organizations, 
she often tells them that what 
they are doing is good, but she 
also asks them if they would Ik* 
willing to run for the city coun- 
cil or serve in jx^licy-making ca- 
pacities. She finds women, how- 
ever. have never thought of this. 

.Miss Peden believes that wom- 
en are going up the executive 
latlder faster today. Her words,

Feu members of the Wesleyan faculty atter.dedthe Danforth Foundation Workshop on Liberal 
Arts Education this past summer in Colorado Spi ings, Colorado. T^he workshop, held June 22 
through July 9, was designed as an intensive study of ways and means for improving the quality of 
liberal arts education. The Wesleyan representat ives. Dean Joseph James, Dr. Robert Everett, Har^ 
ry Gilmer, and Dr, Leah Strong, along with teams from twenty four ether colleges and universities 
participated in discussion, sem- 
inars, and lectures while consid- 
ering changes in particular as- 
pects of their respective colleges. 

The Wesleyan faculty group 
considered ways to improve the 
college and made suggestions. 

Some of the physical im- 
provements suggested by the re- 
presentatives are as follows: 
making the new library more 
appealing and comfortable, im- 
proving the TV room, expand- 
ing the use of acrdid- visual aids, 
and forming a place that would 
be available for informal meet- 
ings of the faculty, apart from 
students. 

Other recommendations in- 
cluded a more flexible curricu- 
lum including fewer specific re- 
quirements, a pass- fail grading 
program on a Imited basis, at- 
tendance in cotirses on other 
College Campuses by Wesleyan 
students and enrollment of other 
college students in Wesleyan 
courses. Other suggestions were 
freshman seminars led by sen- 
iors with both receiving credit 
and more research and travel op- 
portunities for the faculty.

jimmy Carter. Democratic can- 
didate for Ctovernor of Georgia

of tlic U. S. Naval Academy, 


\Villiam Stringfellow, o u t- 
standing lay theologian, attorney 
and author, will sj^eak here at 
Wesleyan on Tues., Nov. 11 in 
assembly at 11:30 A. M. His 
subject will be “The Marks of 
Christian Involvement.” 

A former Editor of Ramparts 
Magazine and The Witness, a 
widely syndicated columnist who 
has made frequent apix?arances 
on radio and television, String- 
fellow has been hailed by Fmie 
Magazine, “one of Christianity’s 
most persuasive critics from with- 
in.” “He caught my attention 
more than any other person.” 
Karl Barth said of Stringfellcnv, 
following Barth’s most recent 
visit to this counli^. 

After graduating from Har- 
vard Law School, Stringfellow 
lived and worked for seven years 
in Harlem. His vivid account 
of the j)ovcrty and dejmivation 
he witnessed while practicing 
law in New York’s inlanious 
ghetto lias fieen set down in the 
1%! best seller, “My People Is 
The Enemy.’* In die book, 
Sinngfellow offers unsparing 
rriticism of the many misguided 
efforts to relieve racial jioveriy 
and presents an impassioned and 
intelligent apjiraisal of the role 
played by the Christian churches 
in the racial crisis. 

Additionally. Mr. Stringfellow 
has published ’’Dissenter in "1 be 
Great Society” and *‘A Private 
and Public Faith”; and, with 
Aniliony 7'owne, he was the co- 
author of “1 he Bishop Pike Af- 
fair.'" In the coming inontlis he 
'vill Ik? represented in the book 
stalls by no fewer than three 
titles: “Imj>osiers c^f God”; a 
highly luiconveiitional iheologi- 
ral work, ” Ehe Idea of Scx ieiy 
As a Circus:” and ’’The "1 heo- 
fogy of Deaili.”

After World War II. when he 
flew 21 cxmihal missions as a 
navigator in the Eino|x?an The- 
atre of 0|X?iation. Gronouski re- 
turned to the I'niversity of Wis- 
consin where he studied econom- 
ics and earned his Ph.D. degree. 
Suhsecjuently, he did tax research 
with the Federation of Tax Ad- 
ministrators, tauglu at the Uni- 
vei^ity, and cliretted a tax re- 
vision study lor the State of 
W’isconsin. 


From HK)0 until 1%3 he sens- 
ed as W'isconsin State C'.ommis- 
sicjiier of Faxaiion. President 
jolin F. Kennedy then called 
him to Washington to serve as 
Postniaster-Ceneral of the Unit- 
ed Stales. He continued in that 
capacity until the fall of 19i)5,

The Secret 

Slrenglh 
of Women 


Considering our troops in Viet Nam . . . Many people are 
demanding their immediate withdrawal, while others arc propon- 
ents of a gradual removal. How can anyone form any opinion 
without first knowing why the United States is fighting there? 

As the formulators as well as the primary defenders of mod- 
ern democracy, we incur a certain responsibility to maintain 
its existence. But we are a nation of people who have reaped the 
benefits of democracy without ourselves having earned this privi- 
lege. Those of us who disregard this gift need only to look at 
the Vietnamese people. 

Most of the servicemen who have fought in Viet Nam feel 
upon return that we are necessary and consequently justified in 
being there. Perhaps this stems from the fact that not only did 
many of them die there for a *^cause’\ but also their realization 
that most of Vietnamese arc neither educated nor affluent enough 
to comprehend or protect a suitable system. 

If we were to leave immediately, the many men who have 
died there will have done so for nothing — and the people of 
Vietnam, not yet ready to defend themselves alone, would be left 
unprepared, vulnerable targets for their aggressors. 

If the removal were gradual, however, perhaps the South 
Vietnamese would be ready to stand alone. There is, though, 
little chance of a military victory due to the military limita- 
tions imposed by a political quagmire. We have the strength and 
the power to accomplish this victory, yet we are governed by 
world opinion. We are like a small boy who is stronger than 
the rest and could use his power to demand ... he s branded a 
bully. We cannot afford to lose more international respect by 
accepting the “aggressor" label. 

These sad p>eople deserve a chance. Certainly our system of 
government has its hang-ups, but consider their one alternative 
and its certain consequences . . . The freedom of democracy 
may then seem more appealing.

He seemed decidedly in the wrong, but let’s look at one 
of the accusors, his opponent, in the runoff. Were his actions 
more ethical than those of his opponent? His reaction along with 
the former mayor’s was one of disgust and disbelief, as if Honor 
were his middle name. How can we be expected to choose a 
leader in whom we can trust and support if the material we have 
to choose from is of the fiber in our politics today? 

The fact that the accused won the mayor’s position is a sign 
that the people of Atlanta either had more faith in the man than 
to believe the accusaions against him; they just didn’t care; or they 
were willing to compromise with their honor. How much can wc 
and should we compromise with honor? 

It is almost impossible to accept the naive conviction that 
these men were just two bad apples in the bunch, for it seems that 
there have been bad apples somewhere along the way in most every 
political endeavor. It seems that we are just accepting this dishonor- 
able trait in men as inherent and uncontrollable. 

Doesn’t it make you wonder if honor even has a place in our 
world? And if it doesn’t, shouldn't it be up to us to get the ball 
rolling, set the examples, and be the leaders that are so desperately 
needed f 

Just for a start, I suggest that for our Honor Week speaker 
of 1970, let’s invite Atlanta’s new mayor to give us his thoughts 
on honor— maybe he can tell us something we don’t know.

— including accidents, birth defects, as well as murder and suicide 

— 57 kill more men than women. . • i i t. a 

Many people think that modern-day life is paiticularly hard 
on men compared with women. But this theory does not bold 
up when put to the test. Father Francis C. Madigan, a Jesuit, 
and sociologist Rupert B. Vance of the University of North Caro- 
lina studied the life span of some 37,000 teaching monks and 
nuns. For fifty years both groups had lived the same exemplary 
lives, equally free from self-indulgence and nervous strain. In 
1957, rhe researchers reported that the sisters had increased 
their lead over the monks from 0.1 year in 1900 to 5.8 years 
just about the gain made by women of the outside world. Ap- 
parently the stresses of modern life have little to do with the longe- 
vity differences. 

Proponents of the theory that men arc superior to women 
argue that in severe crises men remain less emotional than women. 
And men arc generally thought to be 'more capable of making de- 
cisions tran women. The male usually demands a higher salary 
and holds more positions of leadership and responsibility. Any- 
one who checks the annals of history will learn that each of these 
suppositions can be credited to tradition rather than actual fact. 

Supporters of the latter theory should realize that only dur- 
ing the twentieth century have women been given an opportunity 
to invade the business and professional world. During this short 
period of time they have made almost unbelievable advancements 
in practically every field of human endeavor. Today s female 
competes with the male in every area open to competition . She 
can do virtually everything the man can do. And there is even 
one battle which she has never lost and never, as long as life shall 
exist upon the face of the earth, will lose. How many men have 
ever given birth to a child — a living, breathing human being 
which God could trust only the strongest of the genders to pro- 
duce?

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New Approach Given io Southern 

Literature Class by Dr. McClary 

United States Language and 
Literature 348. better known on 
campus as Literature of the 
South, taught by Dr. Ben Mc- 
Clary has taken on a conceptual 
approach in contrast to the 
usual literary, anihological ap 
proach. 

Tliis study of the South as a 
force in the total literary devel- 
opment of the United States be- 
gan with a study of agrarianism 
as represented in southern lit- 
erature from William Byrd to 
Sidney Lanier and Robert Penn 
Warren. A basic definition of 
agrarianism as “love of the land*’ 
has been accepted by the class. 

Discussion culminated in the 
suggestion that this agrarianism 
has lieen almost a religion in 
the southern past. A classic ex- 
ample -of this is the episode in 
Margaret Mitchell’s Gone With 
the Wind in which Scarlett clut- 
ches the red earth of Tara. The 
Poem “Corn” by Sidney Lanier 
has been considered a focal point 
in the study of agrarianism. 

In upcoming weeks the class 
will read alK>ut and evaluate “the 
mind of the south** as outlined 
in the books of W. J. Cash and 
Vernon L. Farrington. The 
views of these two men will be 
compared and contrasted, and 
hopefully each student will then 
l)e able to form an evaluation in 
terms of her personal ideas. 

Finally, with this background in 
•‘southern philosophy** a conven- 
tional teaching methcxl will be 
followtxl — that of going 
through the text book.

On September 30, at 8:00 p.m., 
a political symposium was held 
for the benefit of the Macon 
public at the Mercer University 
Science Center. 

Sponsored by the ^^acon 
Council on W^nid Affairs, four 
speakei's were invited to share 
their political party views. 

Mrs. L. fenesse. a former may- 
oral candidate for the city of 
Atlanta, vehemently supported 
the Socialist party, which is 
gaining pn>found grips in our 
country. In essence, she dis- 
cussed the basic problems which 
face our country today (w'ar, 
violence, oppression, inflation, 
and air antf water pollution) , 
and emphasized that these prob- 
lems cannot l>e solved becau.se of 
the Capitalistic power elite who 
control our economy.

Red Cross 
States Own 
Concern 

Dear Editor: 

W'^e recognize the concern for 
peace on the jxirt of college stii- 
clenu throughout the nation. 
We arc aware of the dedication 
of the youth moveincnt as seen 
in the recent inohilizaiion of the 
October 15 Moratorium for 
Peace. 

There is one problem of par- 
ticular concern to the American 
Red Cross that we hope will l)c 
brought to the attention of the 
stiulcnts on )*our campus involv- 
ed in this movement as well as 
other students and faculty. Re- 
cent figures show some 41‘1 men 
arc known to lx: prisoners of war 
in North Vietnam. There are 
another 918 missing and believ- 
ed captured. These men are 
not there by choice. .All Ameri- 
cans of good will should insist 
6n their receiving the humane 
treatment called for by the Con- 
ventions. 

Although North Vietnam is a 
signator to the 19*49 Geneva 
(Conventions, which covers the 
treatment of prisoners of war, it 
lias refused to allow delegates of 
the International Committee of 
Red (aoss to visit prison cam|>s 
where Americans are Ijeing held. 
I'he Hanoi government has als<j 
rcfusetl to provide the Interna- 
tional Committee with tlic 
names of American prisoners 
they hold or to i^ermit the regu- 
lar flow of mail l)etween prison- 
ers and their families in this 
country. 

The American Red Cross is 
intensifying its efforts to o|)en 
c liannels of communication in ac- 
cordance with the Conventions. 
Our rcsf>on$ibiliiy as an organ- 
ization and our humane concern 
for the welfare of ihese men is 
our only motivation. 

This effort can be even more 
effective if we have the support 
of students in recognizing tins 
Red Cross mission. 

\Ve hojx: you will look over 
the enclosed inater'al and con- 
sider utili/ing the attached spols.

Information Revolution 


Changes Outlook

I'he ancients emphasized the 
value of knowledge anti we treat- 
ed them with resjject and let 
them have the job of being wise 
men. In so doing we thought 
we were relieved of the chore. 

But. how’ever much this and 
other divisions of labor have 
flourished in the past, forces in 
the present rew’ard those who 
know , and penalize those who do 
not know. Notwithstanding ap- 
pearances to the contrary, 1 am 
not merely boosting my trade. 
1 am firmly convinccti that in 
our day, knowledge and informa- 
tion have a much greater stra- 
tegic value than in the past. A 
l^enion can acquire economic 
gain from the investment of 
knowledge, somewhat as he 
coidd grow' richer from an in- 
vestment of capital in the |)eri(xl 
when the industrial economy 
was beginning to expand. Note 
the rise of consulting firms and 
of private research and develop 
ment companies. 

Another aspect of the informa- 
tion revolution surfaces in tlie 
whole syndrome of campus fer- 
ment. The visible participants 
in campus unrest have recogniz- 
ed. [jerhap subliminally, the im- 
portance of information as a 
comj)onent of power, and are 
therefore making universities 
their objective. 

However, knowledge, an in- 
vestment, has a characteristic 
which investment capital does 
not possess. Tliis capital has, at 
any one time, a finite value, and 
each unit of capital can \ye in- 
vcstctl in only one project. 
Knowledge, on the other hand. 


can be invested in many pro- 
jects simultaneously — a basic 
reason for its strategic value. 

As I see it, these arguments 
liave «T meaning beyond that of 
“learn all you can, while you 
can” a teacher’s plea. These 
arguments mean that jx:rsons 
who have access to information 
can exert influence on our cul- 
ture. give it leadership, mold it 
to some degree according to their 
objectives. Now. the l)ite! Who 
is to do this? Are we going to 
overlook the challenge — yielil 
the result by default to others 
wlio will act if we do not? Can 
we, who claim education, ap 
propriately say that handling and 
organizing information is not 
our job? Oun just to learn — 
let others control knowledge? 
Even the inspiring aim of know’- 
ledge for its own sake is not 
enough for our times. If we are 
knowledgeable, hut do not con- 
trol what is done with our know- 
ledge, we assuredly wdll be ex- 
ploited by those wlio do. Are 
we going to l^e peons, or masters 
in our field? What is leader- 
ship? 

How' can this problem he at- 
tacked? By organizing studies 
and assignments. By actively 
taking the initiative in our own 
education. By finding out what 
has already been published in 
subjects called “information stor- 
age and retrieval” — “o|>erations 
research” — “management” — 
“critical path analysis” — “data 
processing” — “computer pro- 
graniining” — “use of the com- 
puter by the scholar.” Again, 
ai'e we jxrons, or masters?

Encounter Is The Key To 
Tn rnerson al A vraren ess 


The ”in” word in some psychological circles today is “en- 
counter”. The concept is refreshing and frightening. It is one of 
those things that we want passionately and hide Irom dcs|>eraieh 
It is you and I facing each other as jx:rsons; seeing, hearing, giving, 
receiving, loving, hating — ; knowing that whatever else wc are, 
w'c are dependent on each other for life. Lncounier implies re- 
sponding to others as jx:rsons rather than as objects, (d'he I-lliou 
relationship described by Martin Buber) . 

This ojx:n and personal interaction seems to lx: missing from 
many asj:>ects of contemporary lilc. One aspect that is most rcle 
vant lo a college community is the lack of encounter in the clasv 
room. .Although this is not always the case, often our “condiiioneil 
educational methods and our “conditioned” study habits are orient- 
ed toward learning to be this or that, ratlier than toward simply 
learning to be. Even in our most l)ehavior-oriented coilrses, infor- 
mation dispensing and temporary acquisition of facts often take the 
place of honest and o|x:n confrontation. 

Information and memory are undoubtedly essential to human 
adaptation. The pro[x>sition here presented is that inter| 3 ersonaI 
aw'areness and interaction are just as essential and should be just 
as much a part of the classroom setting as the traditional com- 
|X)nent.s. Both students and teachers are resj>onsible for the initia- 
tive and outcomes of encounter with each other.

Holds Clinic 

John Cocking, fullback for the 
Atlanta Chiefs, was on Wesle- 
yan campus Wednesday after- 
noon to give a demonstration in 
basic soccer tedmiques.

OF CHRISTMAS CUSTOMS in Their Native Countries

On Deceml)er 11th, the His- 
tory-Government Club held its 
December meeting. The speak- 
ers were Wesleyan Foreign Stu- 
dents Who talked of the Christ- 
mas customs of their countries. 

Helena Antilla of Finland be- 
gan her talk with Christmas Eve. 
On that night, the family dec- 
orates the spruce tree with rqal 
candles. The shops close at 
twelve o’clock. The traditional 
Christmas dinner is eaten that 
night. The food consists of her- 
ring, ham or turkey, a salad, a 
casserole, and rice porridge. I'he 
rice porridge has one almond in 
it which will bring good luck 
for the next year to the person 
who finds it. If the person wlio 
finds the almond is unmarried, 
it forsees marriage for him or 
her in the next year. Christmas 
cookies, homemade beer, and 
“glog** finish the dinner. Clog 
is a special Scandinavian drink 
consisting of raisins, almonds, 
currants, and red wine which is 
served warm. .After the dinner, 
Santa Claus stops by to give 
presents to the children or after 
which the children sing carols to 
Santa. In Finland, ihere are two 
Christmas days. On the first 
day, the pco[)lc attend church 
ser\ices and have a quiet day at 
home. The second day is spent 


visiting friends and relatives. 
}anuai 7 6 th officially ends the 
holiday season, and all tlie dec- 
orations are taken down. Helena 
will be spending her .American 
Christmas here in Macon. 

Cjorg Jiilfirud said that in 
Norway, Christmas begins with 
Advent. On .Advent, one canille 
is lighted and each Sunday after 
another candle is lighted. The 
night l^efore Christmas Eve, the 
children put up their stockings 
on chairs and get the tree ready. 
On Christmas Eve, church ser- 
vices begin at four o'clock and 
everyone goes dressed in their 
best clothes. After the service. 
Christmas starts with liells ring- 
ing and Christmas trees being 
lighted. Before dinner the 
Christmas Story is read. Dinner 
consists of ribs and another pc)ik, 
sourkraut, vegetables, klipp fish, 
fruit salad, and homemade beer. 
After cleanup, the gifts are put 
under the tree. Everyone walks 
around the tree singing cartds, 
then presents are opened, and 
more carols are sung until San- 
ta Claus arrives with gifts for 
the children who have been 
good. Then a snack is senecl 
of an assortment of seven kinds 
of takes and cookies. The fam- 
ily again attends church at mid- 


night. On Christmas Day, the 
family sleeps late and then goes 
to cluirch or goes skiing or 
spends a quiet clay at home. On 
the day after Christmas, parties 
are given so everyone can visit 
friends. The end of Christinas 
season comes on January Otii 
when the tree is taken down. 
Bjorg will spend her Christmas 
in Charlotte, North Carolina. 

Midori Hirai spoke on Christ- 
mas in Japan. In her 001111117 , 
New Year’s Day is a national 
holiday and is celebrated more 
so than Christmas. At the Inter- 
national Christian University, 
which she attended lor two years, 
a Christmas Candle Light Ser- 
vice is held with a Christmas 
talk and carols sung. The Christ- 
mas is celebrated with gifts, trees, 
food, and decorations. Prepara- 
tions for the New Year celebra- 
tion begin around Christmas 
Day. Food is prepared three 
days before New' Year’s Day so 
the mother w’ill not have a lot 
of cooking to do on New A'’ear‘s 
Day. The food is kept in a 
special ,3 layer tiered box until 
ready to eat. Some foods eaten 
are noodles which are long to 
signify gocnl luck and a long 
life. “Zoni”, a soup with rice 
cakes, and “toso”. a rice wine 
ai\: served at meals. At twelve 
o’clock the temple bells strike 
and New Year begins. On New 
Year’s Day each family attends 
its own religious service to pray 
lor good luck. Kimonos are 
worn to the senice. The chil- 
dren get gifts from their parents 
and money from older friends. 
A Japanese tradition says that 
what one dreams on January 1st 
will forsee luck or show bad luck 
for the New Year. Midori is 
not sure where she will be si>end- 
ing Christmas. 

The program was completed 
with the serving of cookies and 
punch. The next meeting will 
be held in February.

Summer Employment? Authority 
Gives Advice For Applicants

EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the 
third in a series of articles writ- 
ten by Mynena Leith, authority 
in the field of summer employ- 
ment. There will be three more 
articles. 

A letter of application can 
make or break your chances for 
a summer job. It creates the em- 
pjoyer’s first impression of you, 
so it is very important to make 
that impression count for all it 
can. 

Write your letter or letters at 
the very earliest moment. You 
may w’ant to apply to as many as 
8 or 10 employers since the job 
you want may already be filled 
or' your qualification may 
found inadequate. If you don*t 
receive a reply within a reason- 
able length of time, wTite a sec- 
ond letter. Enclose a copy of the 
first one and suggest that it may 
have l>een lost. 

Your letter should tell the em- 
ployer the position for which 
YOU are applying, and how you 
learned of the vacancy; the reas- 
on you want to work and why 
you think you can do the job 
well. He also needs to know the 
earliest and latest dates you will 
be available for w*ork. Most em- 
ployers like to be told, too, that 
you appreciate their considera- 
tion of your application. 

This year summer employers 
''ant to know' about your apjjear- 
3nce before tlity hire. “Clean 
t^tit,** “short hair” and “neat’* are 
words they like to see in letters 
t>f application. 

Guides for letter writing and 
resumes are an important part 
uf the Summer Employment Di- 
rectory of the United States, 
which lists some 80,000 summer 
jobs, the employers and their ad- 
dresses. The 208 page volume 
^kay be purchased for $4.95 from 
^he National Directory Service, 

O. Box 65, Cincinnati, Ohio 
"15232. Also, the Directory of 
Overseas Summer Jobs, 152 
pages, listing 50,000 summer op- 
portunities. is available for $3.95. 

The following are some of the 
points made in the Directory of 
^umtn^r Employment to help 
you write your application letter: 

*Make it no longer than one 
P'^Rc; enclose a resume with de-

tails. 

•Organize the letter, 
it clear, concise and neat. 

•Address your letter to 
son. if possible. Double check 
the s|Xilling of names. Reread 
the letter, jjretending you are the 
employer. If you doubt the spel- 
ling of any w'ords, look them up. 

•Type your letter on 81/2 x 11 
typewriter bond paper. Do not 
send.duplicated letters — too im- 
personal. 

•Always use zip codes — yours 
and the employer’s. They are 
easy to come by through any post 
office or library. 

•Keep a copy of each letter 
you write — you may need it 
later for reference. 

The resume you enclose should 
touch on such details as: your 
name, address, telephone num- 
ber, height, weight, marital sta- 
tus, physical limitations, educa- 
tion and background and refer- 
ences (by |x?rin'ission) . Note 
any special skills and hobbies you 
may have, and any previous work 
experience. 

Employers who are beseiged 
by applications sometimes answ- 
er only those that are accompan- 
ied by stamped return cnveloj>es. 
Your contacts will appreciate 
this added convenience, so by all 
means include it. 

Wlien you accept a job, be 
sure to have a signed contract 
between your employer and 
yourself. It is a mattei of court- 
esy to notify other people to 
whom you applied that you are 
no longer available. 

Now you are ready to apply for 
a summer job. Good luck!

Civil Service Commision Conducts 
Federal Service Entrance Exam 


An “on-campus’* Federal Ser- 
vice Entrance Examination (FS- 
EE) will be conducted by the 
Civil Service Commission on 
Tuesday, January 1 3th at 8:30 
A.M. in Amphilliatcr. Students 
are probably asking — What is 
the FSEE? Do I need to take it? 

About half of the .|K)sit ions for 
which the Government recruits 
college graduates each year are 
filled through the Federal Ser- 
vice Entrance Examination. This 
exam is used to fill entrance- 
level jx>si lions, for which a 4- 
year college degree is a basic re- 
quirement, in over 200 occupa- 
tions ranging from electronic da- 
ta processing and financial anal- 
ysis to jx?rsonnel management 
and general administration. The 
l>eginning salary for these posi- 
tions is usually S6,176 a year, but 
with an outstanding scholastic 
reewd, one may qualify foi 
$7,639, and opportunities for ad- 
vancement are excellent with sig- 
nificant pay increases. All col- 
lege seniors who will complete 
degree requirements within nine 
months, as well as graduates are 
eligible to compete in the FSEE, 
regardless of academic majors. 

The examination itself is a 
general test of verbal abilities 
and quantitative reasoning re- 
quiring about 21/2 hours. A copy 
of the FSEE announcement can 
lx? reviewed in your Placement 
Olfice. Of particular interest in 
the announcement is the section 
explaining the special cases of 
qualifying for immediate selec- 
tion without taking the written 
test. 

The FSEE does not cover posi- 
tions nn Physics, Chemistry, 
Matliematics, the Physical Scien- 
ces, Accounting. Auditing, For- 
estry, or Law. Np written test is 
required for these positions, rath- 
er applicants are evaluated ac- 
cording to education and experi- 


ence. Starting salaries range 
from $7,412 to $9,679 and are 
higher for those apjdicants with 
graduate training and degrees.

Tom Waters Exhibits Massive Works; 
Suggested For Mature Audiences Duty

Mr. Tom Waters, who is origi- 
nally from Virginia, received his 
B.F.A. degree from Richmond 
Professional Institute of the Col- 
lege of William and Mary where 
he majored in painting. He is 
presently the head of the depart- 
ment at Campbell College in 
Buies Creek, North Carolina. 
Previous to this he taught at the 
Virginia Museum of Fine Arts 
in Richmond, V'^ii^ginia, Gulf 
Park College in Gullport, Missis- 
sippi, Madison College in Harris- 
burg, Virginia and has worked 
as a commercial illusinitor. 

Mr. Waters’s work is, for tlie 
most part, massive in size and 
covers a variety of phases of his 
development. If one is in any 
way disturbed b^ the inconsisi- 
anty of the exliihition he can 
find reassurance in noting the 
consistancy of the subject matter 
(hiunan anatomy) which is pre- 
valent throughout. 



He is, w’ithout a doubt, an ex- 
cellent draftsman and his ability 
to draw is exploited so dramatic- 
ally in all of his paintings that 
ihey appear to be colored draw- 
ings rather than paintings as 
such.

New Student Government 
Gets Approval of Voters

On Tuesday. February 10, 
1970, the vote of the student 
lx)dy and the aj>|:)roval of the 
faculty affirmed a new system 
of student government at Wes- 
leyan called the Student Body 
Association. The recently form- 
ed S.B.A. was adopted for tw'o 
major reasons. 

One reason was to terminate 
both the making and judging of 
rules done by the s;ime board in 
the old system. Under this new 
system there are tw’o branches 
of government, the judicial and 
the legislative. The rules will 
lie made by the legislative 
branch, composed of the Council 
on Religious Concerns, Social 
Standanls, Student Recreation 
Association, Studemt Affairs, and 
a Joint Legislative Council. The 
C.R.C. w'ill deal only with relig- 
ious matters, S.S. exclusively 
with .social affairs, S.R.A. strirt- 
ly with recreational functions, 
and anything which does not 
l^ertain to one of these groups 
will lie covered by S.A. The 
committee which com|x>sed this 
new system of government wish- 
es to clarify the fact that the S. 
A. is not replacing the Student 
Government Asscxriation. The 
S.G.A. has been completely dis- 
solved, and the S.A. is an entire- 
ly new group. 

In order for a new rule to be 
confirmed, it must be introduc- 
ed by either the C.R.C., S.S., 
S.R.A., or S.A. It can not origi- 
nate in the Joint Legislative 
Council. For example, a rule in- 
troduced by the S.R.A. must be 
passed there, and then it goes on 
to the Joint Legislative Council. 
If the J.L.C. also passes the rule 
then it is put into effect. The 
J.L.C is composed of a chair- 
man, the board presidents, one 
representative from each board, 
the class presidents, a day-stu- 
dent represen utive, and the 
Honor Court cliairman non- 
voting. 

Another reason for adopting 
the S.B.A. was due to the fact 
that there was no communica- 
tion between the Big Four 
Boards. Under this system all 
boards are drawn together by the 
J.L.C., by having in it a repre- 
sentative from each lx>ard. An- 
other benefit is the addition of 
the class presidents W'ho fonner- 
ly were not involved. 

Tlic judicial branch, made up 


of the Honor Court and House 
Council, wrill judge cases. Small 
cases in the dorm with set pen- 
alties will be handled by the 
House Council. The House 
Council will be similar to a lo- 
cal government with the head 
being the dorm presidents, who 
will also be on the S.A. board. 
Bigger cases will be presented by 
the House Council to the Hon- 
or Court, consisting of a chair- 
man, secretary, two representa- 
tives from each class, a represen- 
tative from the day-students, and 
the J.L.C. chairman non-voting. 
A case violating, one of the 
boards will be presented by the 
president of that board.

Through the April 22 Environ- 
mental concern campaign, active 
students can show their concern 
t hr o u gh their participation. 
This national project, headed by 


the leadership of members of 
Congress, is estimated to involve 
oxier 350 college campuses with 
the over all objective being that 
of arousing the public concern 
over pollution and publicizing 
the threats of continued misuse 
of our environment. 

Each campus is free to devel- 
op its own individual program. 
It is the hope of Dr. Cowie and 
Dr. Gray, who are bringing the 
Conservation day to the atten- 
tion of the Wesleyan students, 
that the project on ,our campus 
will involve much more than 
just participation in the April 22 
activities. A much fuller contri- 
bution could be made by plan- 
ning and executives long range 
projects that would arouse more 
popular concern and actuate 
preventive measures in pollution 
control. In this design, the April 
22 date would be jnore a target 
date for summing up Weslcyan*s 
plans rather than a complete 
campaign in itself.

Art Department 
Presented Talk 

Jayne Bentley 
Art Editnir 

On February 3rd Dr. Joshuah 
Kind of Chicago addressed the 
student Ixxlv in the Porter Audi- 
torium. The topic of his 
s|)eech was “Contcm|X)iary Art 
in the Chicago Area”. 

Dr. Kind, who is presently as- 
sociate professor of art history at 
Northern Illinois University, is 
a graduate of Columbia Univers- 
ity where he received his Ph.D. 
He has taught at Northwestern 
University, thiivei*siiy of Chica- 
go, Illinois, Institute of Tech- 
nology, and School of the Art 
Institute of Chicago. 

Dr. Kind serves as the mid- 
western corrcs|X>ndent for “Art 
News”. “Studio International”, 
and “Chicago Review’’. He has 
also written for Encyclopedia 
Britanica and World Book En- 
cyt loped ia. 

After his formal speech Dr. 
Kind held a formal question- 
answer session on the Art Build- 
ing. At this time he stated that 
he felt that students need to be 
discijdined more in their work- 
ing habits and lliat they should 
utilize the librai 7 more in study- 
ing old masters as we have few 
originals in this area of the coun- 
try. He also mentioned art 
“happenings” and art for art 
sake. 

— Art editors note — 

Dr. Kind seemed to be of the 
opinion that a [x:rson can not 
l)e a truly successful artist un- 
less lie is 111 New A'ork City. This 
is a |x>int on which I disagree 
as 1 feel that art can he found 
anywhere. If a |)ei*son is not 
sensitive enough to his present 
environment, he is not going to 
find his inspiration miles away. 
Voin sunoimdings, at this mo- 
ment, contain all that you essen- 
tially need to lie successful as an 
artist — you have but to jx>ssess 
the creativity to recognize it. 
This is not to say, however, that 
1 do not appreciate the value of 
ilic study of old masters. On 
the contrary. I highly advocate 
the utilization of the library and 
all art exhibitions, but I do not 
feel that residence in the city of 
New A’ork is an essential to every 
siucessfiil artist. 

5) ■. ■ 
a high intellectual and academic 
standard. I suppose this is an 
ironic misconception of the ed- 
ucational system, but I was un- 
der the impression that college 
was a place of higher learning, 
not a nursery of spoon-feeding.

Pass Fail Syslem 

Begins Next Year 

Next year AVesleyan will un- 
dergo a number of changes. One 
of these is the Pass-Fail System. 
This new’ system will involve 
Juniors and Seniors who will be 
allowed to take no more than 
four electives that w’ill be grad- 
ed on either jxissing or failing. 

These subjects will not be 
counted in the average grade to- 
ward graduation if tlie course i 
passed, hut if it is failed, it wiB 
count as a regular failure. 

The theory behind this syv 
tem is to attract students to take 
courses outside their interest 
field which they may also be 
interested in, hut have not taken 
because of grade consciousness. 

Student leachei's will also be 
graded according to this system 
hecaiise it is felt to l)e a much 
more accurate way of evaluating 
them.

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A Midsummer Night s Dream Is Presented Here 
By Wesleyan College and Macon Junior College

Someone once said that a 
good script does not necessarily 
guarantee a good play. How- 
ever, when a good script gets to- 
gether with a well trained cast 
and crew under exj^erienced di- 
rection, the results can’t be any- 
thing less than fantastic. And 
so they were February 26, 27, 
and 28 when Macon Junior Col- 
lege and Wesleyan combined 
ilieir talents to present Shakes- 
peare’s A Midsunntjcr NighCs 
Dream. 

From the l:>eginning, the pro- 
duction had two advantages: a 
proven script by a well-known 
ahthor, and a cast that fit their 
roles j:)ei'fectly. 

Mary Jeffcoat (Herniia) was 
nothing less than excellent in 
her role, and her enthusiasm 
was felt by every member of the 
cast. Richard Goudeau as Ly- 
sander matched her |:>er forma nee 
all the way. Handling a Shakes- 
pearean lead is difficult enough, 
but added to Mr. Goudeoirs 
challenge was the fact that this 
was his first acting role. This 
did not stop him from doing a 
fantastic job. and he and Miss 
Jeffcoat presented a j>erfect l.y- 
sander and Hermia. 

Nancy Conner (Helena) and 
Kenneth Zambo (Demetrius) 
were also well matched in their 
roles. Xfr. Zambo was es|:)ecially 
effective in his characterization 
and in his love for Helena. 

Another wcll-matchcd pair were 
Katy Nettles as Titania and 
Hassell T. LaBorde as Oberon. 
Miss Nettles’ stature and com- 
posure contributed immensely to 
her fine acting job as the god- 
dess of the moon. Dr. LaBorde 
may have been a bit old for the 
god of fertility, but his portray- 
al was so well done and his 
voice so soothing thiat age mat- 
tered very little. 

The b^t examples of good 
casting were the six Athenian 
workmen-actoi's. Rex Reece in 
his secoiKl acting role was hys- 
terical as the neiTous director of 
the group w'hich couldn’t find 
swords or pronounce *‘Ninus” 
any way but “Ninny’s**. 

Purposeful miscasting was 
shown by “the play within the 
play” in which 200 pound mus- 
tached Henry J. Hulett played 
the sweet dainty Thisbe opposite 
Bob Goddard, the strong hero 
Pyramus. 

With them were Charles 
Acord as Snout (Wall* whose 
arm actions during the love 
scenes nearly brought down the 
house, and Claude Baxley as a 
perfect Snug (Lion)-, the slow 
talking snarling joiner.

Mr. Lopez is also a widely 
knoum writer on political and 
social subjects. His articles have 
appeared in such publications as 
Life, HarpePs, The Atlanta 
Monthly, Horizon, and Ameri- 
can Heritage. He is editor-pub- 
lisher of Dialogos, leading liter- 
ary Mexican Magazine. He has 
appieared, too. on many network 
television and radio programs. 

Mr. Lopez is no stranger to 
politics. He ran as Democratic 
nominee for the office of Secre- 
tary of State of California in 
1958. Receiving 2,500,000 votes. 
Mr. Lopez lost the election by 
a scant one-half of one per cent 
of the total vote. 

Mr. Lopez received his 1-aw 
degree from Harvard University, 
where he was president of the 
distinguished Harvard Law 
School Forum, after graduating 


summa cum laude from the Un- 
iversity of Denver. (Phi Beta 
Kappa, 1942). He then lx?came 
a noted trial spedalist in Cali- 
fornia and frequently appeared 
as an actor-lawver on the CBS 
network television series. The 
Verdict Is Yours. Subsequently, 
Mr. Lopez became associated 
with an international law firm 
in Mexico City: he later moved 
to New York City where he is 
presently vice-president of an in- 
ternational investment firm. 

In his lighter moments, Mr. 
Lopez enjoys analyzing the foi- 
bles of his fellow Latinos, whom 
he says are often charmed and 
fascinated by American women, 
but more often confused and 
flabbergasted by them. Mr. Lo- 
pez attributes his interest in the 
comparative mores of Americans 
and their Latin American neigh- 
bors to bis student days at Har- 
vard, when he worked, part-time, 
as a psychiatric interviewer at 
Massachusetts General Hospital. 
His prede<^essor on that job was 
Paul Gebhard who now heads 
The Kinsey Institute on Sexual

Students and Faculty Will Explore 
The Cultural Revolution With Project *71

During January of next year 
Wesleyan students and faculty 
will abandon their traditional 
courses for a four-week explora- 
tion of the cultural revolution 
that is sweeping the world. Plans 
for the study, known as “Pro- 
ject 71 - TTie Cultural Revolu- 
tion,*’ arc well undenvay, with 
students and faculty working to- 
gether to develop this new pro- 
gram of aw^areness. 

The overall plan for Project 
71 will be centered around pre- 
sentations for the entire.college. 
These central programs will be 
related to three groups of course 
studies - interdisciplinary cour- 
ses, other special courses, and 
rtxjuired courses. The intcr- 
diciplinary courses will draw' 
from more than one field of re- 
lated studies and will be team- 
taughL Other sf>ecial courses will 
include: those not regularly of- 
fered and of an experimental 
nature. Each will be taught by 
one faculty member. The only 
required courses ottered will be 
those spedficallv reouired for 
graduation, and for which there 
IS no way to substitute otlenngs 
from the other groups. 

Miss Linda Lane, project 
chairman, has made it clear that 


Project 71 will not japordize any 
student’s credits toward gradu- 
ation. The various councs will 
carry from one to four semester 
hours of credit. 

During the four-w'eek study, 
students will delve into such 
topics as cinema, ecology, avant 
gartle music, genetics and the 
future of man, .Afix>American 
literature, environmental back- 
lash. theology and literature, 
satirical lyrics in popular music, 
the psvchology of drug use, and 
the role of w'omen in the next 
half century. 

\fethods used throughout Pro- 
ject 71 will be expiremental and 
unconventional. Not all clases 
will be lectures from the profes- 
sors. It is hoped that there will 
be student moderations as well 
as outside speakers. Teach-ins, 
team-learning movie making, 
and creative writing w'ill be em- 
ployed in the courses. 

It is hoped that there will be 
no great emphasis on grades. A 
proposal for two grades — a 
pass and an honors pass — has 
been suggtsted. Students will re 
ceive no credit if their partici 
pation is unsatisfactory. Under 
this plan, the stigma of “F” w'ill 
not exist.

To<lay’s students are 
hindered only by a curfew when 
leaving campus and upperclass- 
men have complete pei'sonal 
freedom regarding overnight 
destinations. 

Students have also been allow- 
ed freer dress regulations. AVhilc 
Wesleyan has never retpiired her 
students to wear a uniform, only 
■ rccentlv have they been jjermitt- 
ed to Avear sjxuts clothes to class 
even one day a week. General 
c loihing on camj>us has naturallv 
(hanged Avitli fasliion. Nc\erlhe- 
less, some of tlic midis would 
have looked at home in the 
I930’s. 

Clothing and campus may 
have changed, but Wesleyan stu- 
dents still folloAV the distinctive 
heritage which is ours. .\s they 
woik to uphold the ever-chang- 
ing traditions and exceleiii re- 
putation of the college, thev 
strive for a more creative and 
|)rogrtssive alma mater.

In Turkey, where 80')^ of the 
j)eople suffering from diet de- 
ficiencies, thousands of mothers 
and children are being fed daily 
by funds raised during the 1969 
Mother’s Day campaign.

CRC Makes Plans and Changes Rules

Since there is no longer one 
specific person who is the chap- 
^in of Wesleyan College, the 
^uncil on Religions Concerns 
has assumeil the responsibility 
for all college religious activities 
formerly under the supervision 
t>f the chaplain. Tliis plan has 
been evolvetl by Dr. BrowTi, 
Wesleyan's former chaplain, in 

.^ff®^ place more respon- 
sibility on the students and par- 
ticularly the CRC in so far as 
religious programs are concern- 
ed. 

Another innovation of the 
CRC is the creation of a Y Com- 
mission which will support the 
CRC’s renewed affiliation with 
the national Young Women's 
C^hristian Association. Two pro- 
posed projects of next year's Y 
Commission are the establishing 
of an outdoor chapel (perhaps 
around the lake) and the redec- 
oration of the meditation room, 
including supplying it with per- 
tinent and interesting books and 
pamphlets. The Publicity Com- 
mission has plans to publicize 
on radio for outstanding speak- 
ei's at Wesleyan, publish a mon- 
thly bulletin announcing sj>eak- 
ers. and set up |x?rmanent pos- 
ters in each dorm containing 
i n forma t ion com ern i ng “who,** 


“what." “when.” and “where." 

Community interaction has 
new potential power to expand 
next year with proposals of sev- 
eral new committees including 
one to provide rides to local 
church services. Emphasis is to 
be placed on projecting Wesley- 
an*s image in the community 
and giving Wesleyannes valuable 
ex|>ericnce in service. New York 
Seminar has plans for next year 
which will eventually incorpor- 
ate it into the January term. 

CRC has deviseil its election 
procedures to fit the new self- 
nomination plan. CRC*s recom- 
mendation for convocations is 
that in so far as possible those 
responsible for convactions try 
to schedule them so that they 
fall on Tuesday alternately w’ith 
tlie Student Assembly, which is 
also on Tuesdays, making only 
one required program p)er week. 
CRC plans to set up a faculty- 
student committee consisting of 
the (onvocations* chairman, the 
president and vice-president of 
CRC. the faculty meml>er in 
chaige of programs and exhibi- 
tions ami whoever else is a co- 
onlinaioi of convocations. 

'I'he following changes have 
been made for the improvement 
of Siiint: “Stunt rules are nece- 
ssary for the harmonious produc- 


tion of stunts by the four clases, 
as well as to abide by the laws 
and regulations of Wesleyan 
College and the State of Geor- 
gia. Misuse of Stunt rules vsill 
be cooperatively worked out by 
the Executive Stunt Chairman, 
and the classes. Infractions 
which cannot be effectively dealt 
with by the Executive Stunt 
Chairman will be turned over 
to the CRC Board. Flagrant 
violations of these rules will ul- 
timately be taken to Honor 
Court. Major changes in the 
script and physical properties 
are to be appoved by the Exec- 
utive Stunt Chairman. Stunt 
(Committees shall not pre-cast 
any character part before stunts 
are read to the classes. The ear- 
liest requests for songs, etc., de- 
liveretl personally to the Execu- 
tive Stunt CChairman will receive 
top priority. Each class shall 
s[)end only .$75.00 of its class 
treasury for Stunt. A new Stunt 
plaque will be engraved annual- 
ly with the name of the winn- 
ing class for that year. The stunt 
(Cup will be retired after any 
class wins it for three consecu- 
tive years. It will l>e engraved 
with tlie name of the winning 
class and donated to the Alum- 
nae Museum upon graduation 
ol that class."

During the summer of 1969 
the International Student ISfove- 
ment for the United Nations 
sent to the UN Preparatory 
Committee for the 25th Anniver- 
sary Celebration its ideas on 
youth participation in the an- 
niversarv celebration.

It is a chance for 
tomorrow’s leaders to meet for 
the first time and learn to think 
together as leaders of past gen- 
erations have not often done.

Cicii- 
eral discussion orcujiied a great 
deal of ilie time l>e(aiise l)eloie 
anv member of ihc (ioiirt could 
hope to judge her fellow stu- 
dents slie hatl to lirsi look with- 
in herself and decide lici views 
and l)eliers. I he <|UCstion <)l 
what encompasses honor remain- 
ed foremost in everyone's mind. 

It w.TS reconfii inctl that Hon- 
or Court owTd its cxisleme en- 
tirely to the insiriimcniaiion of 
judicial protediire. This being 
the case, the (^oiirt made the 
necessary (.onstitulional icvis- 
ions, as well as established some 
procedural guidelines. It was a- 
greed that for the ^ely reason 
that it is a “court," Honor (.oinl 
must strive to represent true ju- 
dicial attitudes and actions at all 
times. Also. Ijecause it hence- 
forth will be the sole judicial 
body, the Court reserves the 
'right of review concerning all 
rules and regulations of the_ 
Other boards. Tliat is to say, u 


a rule is not siillitieiuly clear to 
judge, it will l)e sent back to 
the appropriate board for re- 
(onstruction. 

In reviewing the established 
penalties, the administration of 
which will l>e ticlegaied to Ho- 
nor Uoiiit. it was agreed that 
some rc-iianiiiig might lead to 
l)Cttcr clarification. Ihc terms 
“campus’* and “closed campus’* 
remain as they are. “Resiric- 
lion,” however, is being called 
“Probation.** The penalty it- 
self remained the same. What 
was formally referred to as “So- 
cial Probation" is now “Dismiss- 
al Piobalion." I'hc only change 
in penalty being ihai Honor 
Goiiil reserves the privilege to 
use its own discretion concern- 
ing parental notification of a 
.student’s violation. The linal 
penalty remained recommen- 
dation for dismissal. 

A critical look was given to 
the section lefeiring to the stu- 
dent's rights and respoiisi!>iliiies. 
Essentially these remained as 
they ap|>ear now^ with the addi- 
tion that if a sluclent had know- 
ingly violated a regulation or 
the Honor Code, she has the 
right and resjxrnsibility to turn 
herself in.

The Wesleyan students were 
received cordially by the faculty 
eating in the snack bar.

The objectors 
burned a small Confederate flag 
before the ceremony and wore 
Confederate hats and waved 
flags of the south during the 
festivities. 

As the fraternity brothers and 
their dates were introduced and 
walked across the lawn, the pro- 
test group promenaded in pairs 
around the area. As the KA's 
raised the Confederate flag, the 
demonstrators sang ‘‘Balls and 
Chains’* and the black national 
anthem, 'Tift up Your Voice 
and Sing." A few' remarks were 
pased back and forth between 
the groups. Both groups dis- 
band^ at the end of the cere-

Debbie Hall, Sharron 
Mays, Jan Moody. Gena Ro-

Wesleyan in tliis capacity. 

To become a raerpber of 
Who’s Who, a student must pos- 
sess a 3.0 scholastic average and 
exhibit the ijua lilies of under-

leyan College. AVho's Who has 
become famous nationally be- 
cause it creates a national l>asis 
of recognition for outstanding 
college students devoid of dues, 
initiation fees, or other costs.

The characters in 
A Delicate Balance managed to 
break through to each other in 
anger and frustration. Each 
member of the family around 
whidi the play is centereil wants 
to love, but the harder tliey try 
tlie more alienated they become. 
There is, however, a strained 
form of communication and oi- 
casional touching through the 
pain. 

This is not the case in The 
Bald Soprano. Ionesco makes 
any form of comnuinic.ilion that 
coidd possibly lake j>lace so ab- 
surd that it cea.ses to be commu- 
nication. With its puppet styli- 
zation of acting and rhythmic 
voice patterns, the play is diffi- 
cult, and the .Macon Junior C>>1- 
lege Players are to be congratu- 
lated for tackling it as iheir 
first production. 

Sl\lcs of acting dilfeied in the 
two plays. The chaiaricis in .1 
Delicate lialance arc more like 
normal |jeople fhaii ihe ones in 
Soprano.

The intruding couple was 
played by Mary Jeffcoat and 
Richard Goudeaii. They too did 
an outstanding job on their im- 
portant roles as catalysis. 

Unlike the Wesleyan cast, 
none of the Macon Junior Col- 
lege players with the exception 
of Michelle lUixl and Charles 
.Acord had any acting experience 
previous to Soprano. Stephen 
W'^eaiherfoid did a fine job a.s 
Mr. Marlin, and each member 
of their cast showed promi.se ol 
outstanding |)erformances in the 
future.

Students 
NO skeptical of the functioning 
ol .\mcri(an demociacy have yet 
to establish their own. .America’s 
j espouse to the student com- 
iiuinity has lx?en equally confus-^ 
cd - and inconsistent. Students 
receive congratulations for cjiies- 
tioning. but admonitions for ac- 
tion. Students have shed the sil- 
eiuc and anonymity of the “fif- 
ties*^ which was lalieled “consen- 
suN * for the era of protest and 
mobilization which is l)eiiig la- 
beled as the minority voice of a 
small core of extremist radicals. 

The timcyhas come for Ameri- 
can students' to rise above labels 
imposed on them by both the 
self-styled student spokesmen 
and national p)oliticai leaders. 
No longer can students be mere- 
ly spoken for or sf>oken of. No 
longer should students be merely 
|)olled or randomly sampled. 
Students, independent of the 
middle men. should resolve 
their own minds concerning the 
issues that plague us and pro- 
ceed to the work of their resolu- 
tion. 

The lack of unity and organi- 
zation tluit denotes the Anieii- 
caii student community is the 
key to our im|>orlance.

Southern Literary Festival Reviewed

.Southern Literary Festival will 
lorget what ha|)pened on the 
University of South (iarolina’s 
(ampns in Columbia, .SO .\pril 
2 .\fay. The theme, the idea of 
Festival President James Dickey, 
was ‘‘The .Arts of Kingdom 
Come: The Future of Creativi- 
ty.” Nothing that happened 
seemed to throw a^iy light on 
.Mr. Dickey’s theme, hut then 
like all themes it was simply in- 
tended to be a dcpartuixr j>oini 
(he kept saying) . 

In addition to Mr. Dickey, 
Ixisking in the reflected brilli- 
ance of his best-selling novel, 
the featured speakers were novel- 
list John Barth, sculptor Rich- 
aixl Lippold. com|x>ser Ned Ro- 
rem, and critic John Simons. 

Mr. Barth, author of “The 
Sot-Weed Factor” and “Gilei 
Goat-Boy,” suggested iliat experi- 
maitation might lead to ‘‘some- 
thing” in literature, drawing ex- 
amples fix)in his creative writing 
classes at the State University of 
New York at Buffalo where thev 


o( the 18th and 19th centuries; 
they sj>eciali/c in nothingness; 
there is no humanity in them. 
I'he goal, in his opinion, should 
l^e to combine Henry' James’s 
“sense of the pas<t” with mcxler- 
nity. 

Mr. Dickey closed the con- 
ference by recognizing two dis- 
tinct types of arti.sts: the histori- 
cal artist who, like T. S. Eliot, 
cpepeiids on the past and the 
“romantic” artist who resists 
grounding the present in the 
past, who believes lie has the 
aiblity to crejite a NEW thing. 
The latter type can lead to 
gimmickry, said Mr. Dickey, re- 
gretting that he could not class 
himself in this group, but in it 
rests the future of the Arts.

Wesleyan Receives 
Anonymous Grant 

Wesleyan College has receiv- 
etl from an annonymous donor 
a challenge gift of $250,000 to be 
apj^Iied lo the general enddw- 
iiieni of the college, Wesleyan 
Pre«<lcnt W. Earl Strickland 
announced Kxlay. 

According to the terms of the 
grant, the $250,000 will be paid 
in three installments after cer- 
tain conditions are met by the 
Wesleyan Capital Gifts Cam- 
paign. I'he first installment of 
SI 00,000 will l>e paid to the 
college when the entire cam- 
jxiign goal of $1.5 million has 
i>een pledged, and when $500,- 
000 of the pledge has been paid 
to the college. The second in- 
stallment of $100,000 will be 
ixiid when SI. 000 .000 of tlie $1.5 
million has been paid to the col- 
lege. When the entire $1.5 mil- 
lion has been paid, Wesleyan 
will receive ihe third installment 
of $50,000. 

I'he total pledge to the cam- 
paign to dale is $1,376,349, leav- 
ing a balance of only $123,651 
needed to reach the $1.5 goal. 

The total amount of cash on 
hand is $806,779, or $306,779 
more than what is needed to 
meet the reejuirements for the 
first installment. 

Robert A. Wys, assistant to 
the president in charge of devel- 
opment at Wesleyan, said that 
^hile major campaign effoaus 
had been completed in Macon 
and Atlanta, tlie college still 
continues to rcteive plcilges 
from individuals in ilKse areas.
